-F TER it had pleafed Almighty God to 
ive to bie Holy Chusch for Soveréiga 
aftor the moft eminent Cardinal Brother 

Vincent Maria Orfini, one of the presch- 
ing Fryare, the Day of his Holinef’s Coronation 
was fixed on the 4th Inftant, being the Feftival of 
the Holy Ghoft, which folemp Funétion was, per- 
‘formed in the Bafilick of St. Peter in the following 
Manner. ‘ 

Under the Portico of St. Peter’s Church @ Place
